Kelowala—tho poem to which Longfellow is

The name of 
its author (if.indeed, it be the work of one and 
not of many minds) is altogether unknown.— 
After floating for ages among the people, pass- 
ing from mouth to mouth, and from generation 
to generation.liko the Iliad and Odyssey of Ho- 
mer before the time of Piaistrutus, tbe frag- 
ments of this wonderful poem havo at length 
been brought together, and stand before the 
world in a form almost complete. 
A faithful 


and spirited translation would be an acquisition 
to our literature. No living English poet is 
better fitted to make such a one than tho au- 
thor of Hiawatha. 
Had he done this at first, 


he would have achieved more real fame, than 
he ever will acquire from his Indian epic,which 
is only an imitation and not a creation.
